May it please Your Excellency : 

We tlie Commissioners appointed under the Census (Ireland) Act, 1910 (10 Edw. 7 
and 1 Geo. 5, cap. 11), beg to submit to your Excellency the following Abstract of the 
information obtained by the Enumerators, as to the Population of Ireland, on the night 
of the 2nd April, 1911,' which has been compiled in compliance with section 6 of the Act. 

In presenting this Abstract we beg to state that the preparations for taking the 
Census were commenced in June, 1910, and that the plans for carrying out the work 
had been prepared, and all the preliminaries completed, when the Commission was 
appointed on 30th December, 1910. 

The Country was divided for Census purposes into 192 Enumeration Districts, each 
under the supervision of a District Inspector of the Royal Irish Constabulary, or an 
Officer of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, to whom was assigned the duty of superintending 
the taking of the Census. These Superintendents of Enumeration comprised 186 
Officers of the Royal Irish Constabulary, and 6 Officers of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

Each Superintendent had under his direction a certain number of Enumerators amounting 
in all to 3,607— viz., 3,447 Sergeants or Constables of the Royal Irish Constabulary, and 
160 Sergeants or Constables of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

We have much pleasure in stating that this organization has worked successfully, 
and that no serious difficulty has been experienced in the progress of the work of 

Enumeration. . . xi, • -u • 

All the necessary Forms and Instructions were issued so that they mignt be in tne 
hands of the Superintendents before the 1st March, 1911, on which day it was directed 
that the parcels of Forms should be opened and the distribution commenced. 

The distribution of the Forms was completed on the 1st April, and their collection 

commenced on the 3rd April. t,- j- u. ■ j. 

Each Enumerator on completing the collection of the Returns ^ for his chstrict 
proceeded to make a summary of the results. From these Summaries the following 
Report and accompanying Tables have been compiled. 

This Report relates to the more important Territorial Divisions only and to the 
principal Cities and Towns. 

General Summary. 

4,381,951 Persons (2,186,804 Males and 2,195,147 Females) were returned in the Persons- 
Eiiiimerat’ors’ Summaries as constituting the population of Ireland on the night of Sunday, 
the 2nd of last April— thus showing a decrease since 1901 of 76,824 persons, or 1'7 percent 
—the decrease in the number of males was equal to 0'6 per cent., and m the number ot 

females to 2-8 per cent. „ x • 4.1. 

' There was during the decade an increase of 7,499 persons, or 0'7 per cent, m the 
ProYince of Leinster; a decrease of 43,103, or 4'0 per cent, m the Ptoymee of Munster; 
of 4,254, or 0-3 per cerit. in the Province of Ulster ;■ and of 36,966, or 5 7 per cent, m

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There was an Increase between 1901 and 1911 in the Population of four Counties, Persons, 
viz., Dublin,* Down.* Kildare, and Antrim * in which the population increased 6‘4 per 
cent. ; 5-2 per cent. ; 4'6 per cent. ; and, 3 7 per cent, respectively. 

There was a Decrease in the population of all the other counties, ranging from 0’4 
per cent, in Wicklow ; 1-7 per cent, in Wexford; and 1-9 per cent, in Cork, E.R., to 
8'3 per cent, in Leitrim; 7'7 per cent, in Roscommon; and 7'4 per cent, in Clare.

According to the Summaries furnished by the Enumerators, 3,238,656 of the Beligtou.s 
population are returned as Roman Catholics, this number being 70,005 or 2-1 per Professions, 
cent., under the number so returned in 1901 ; 575,489 are returned under the 
heading “ Protestant Episcopalians ” (as described in the note at foot of Table II.) 
being a decrease of 5,600, or DO per cent., as compared with the number tabulated under 
that head in 1901 ; 439,876 are returned as Presbyterians, being a decrease of 3,400 or 
0-8 per cent, as compared with 1901 ; the number of Methodists returned on the present 
occasion amounts to 61,806, being a decrease of 200, or 0'3 per cent, on the number 
returned on the Census Forms in 1901. .1

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From the foregoing Summary it will, be seen that in Ireland an increase of 2,899, Qr 
0‘3 per cent., toot place in the Inhabited Houses between 1901 and l9ll ; there was hn 
increase of 2'3 per ..cent, in . the . Province of Leinster; a decrease of 0-4 per cent, in 
Munster, an increase of 0-9 per cent, in Ulster, and a decrease of 3-3 per cent, in ' 
Connaught. 

The number of Uninhabited Houses* decreased between 1901 and 1911 by 5,383 
or 7'2 per cent. ; in Leinster there was a decrease of 4'8 per cent. ; in Munster a decrease 
of 2-6 percent. ; in Ulster a decrease of 13-2 per cent. ; and in Connaught an increase 
of 14’0 per cent. There were 3,604 Houses returned as “ Building,” being an increase of 
1,068 as compared with the number returned in 1901.

Districts referred to in the preceding paragraph) which had in 1901 a Population Towns, 
exceeding 10,000. The largest of these Cities or Towns is Belfast, having in 1901 a 

Population of 349,180 which in 1911 had increased to 385,492, an increment of 10‘4 
per cent. ; the smallest of the Towns in this Table, according to the Population of 1901, is 
Portadown, which then had a Population of 10,092 ; in 1911 its Inhabitants number 
11,727 or an increase of 16'2 per cent.

The following Statement shows the Towns having in 1901 a Population of 10,000 TownPopu- 
or upwards ; the Parliamentary Boroughs ; and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and lations.

From this Table it will be observed that the largest Per-centage (17’1) of Increase 
of Population between 1901 and 1911 was in Rathmines and Rathgar; and the next

place in Newry ; Drogheda presents the next highest Per-centage of Decrease, 
namely, 2'6.

As shown by Table VIII., on page 22, the Population within the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police District increased between 1901 and 1911 by 23,069, or 5’9 per cent. ^ ^ tanPolke 

’ ^ District. 
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The totals contained in the foregoing statements have, as on previous occasions, 
been compiled from Summaries prepared by the Enumerators. The original 
documents have not yet been examined in the Central Office, but judging by previous 
experience the revised numbers and those contained in this abstract will not be found 
to differ materially. It wiD be observed that although the shrinkage of the population, 
which has been continuous since 1841 has not yet ceased, the percentage of loss of 
population for the decade is the smallest yet recorded. The detailed examination of 
the documents is proceeding, and the result wiU be published, as heretofore, by Counties, 
as each County is completed. 

We desire to record our acknowledgements of the great assistance we have 
received from all those engaged in the work of Enumeration through whose active 
co-operation we are enabled to present this preliminary Report to your Excellency at 
so early a date.
